Hitler Uses a Stooge 
To Forestall Attack 


1 »The bold manifesto of the German Lib- 


erty Party which reached the German peo- 
ple through all the walls ofscensorship and 


police terrorism is already making its mark 
on Hitler’s policy. 


it is fear of this rising movement against 
n ruinous program which prompts 
him to make use of the always dependable 
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stooge, George Lansbury, British Laborite, 
in hinting guardedly at some kind of inter- 
national economic conference. 

Hitler’s policy is bringing Germany to 
the brink of economic ruin. Hitler's vast 
military program has deformed the coun- 
try’s economic structure to the breaking 
point. The manifesto of the German Lib- 
erty Party demands an economic program 
that will stop the huge military drain on the 
country’s wealth, and end the insane drive 
toward war. 

Hitler, theerfore, has the problem, par- 
ticularly after his humiliating defeats in 
Spain, of appeasing the rising pressure 
against his suicidal “autarch” policy which 
substitutes cannon for butter. Hence, his 
clumsy and belated attempt to appear be- 
fore the German people as a reasonable con- 
ciliator. 

In this way, he hopes to dupe the Ger- 
man masses into a renewed frenzy of hatred 
for the “foreign” states who, if they do not 
play hitler’s hand, will, then, presumably, 
be responsible for Germany's economic 
plight. 

Hitler’s pacific tricks, obligingly staged 
for him by a soft-witted Laborite dupe, are 
calculated in the end to sharpen his bay- 
onets and build new bombing planes. 

Economic help for Germany must begin 
within Germany by smashing the war-build- 
ing policies of fascism. 

Hitler cannot now tearfully scold the 
other countries for the terrible conditions to 
which he has brought the fair land of Ger- 
many.

Tammany Senate and Lib- 
erty League Republican Assembly have thus 
united to smother all minority political 
groups in the City of New York. 

The Berg bills would require an impos- 
sible number of signatures for a minority 
party—whether it be Fusion, Socialist, Com- 
munist, American Labor Party or what not. 
They would open the way for the throwing 
out of signatures by the score. They would 
require the names of minority candidates to 
be filed five weeks before the elections—an 
obviously difficult thing to do. 

These four measures are attempts to 
blacklist all minority expression. They make 
a veritable mockery of the name “democ- 
racy.” They have no place on the statute 
books of New York State. ; 

They will be stopped—through the Gov- 
ernor’s veto — if progressive pressure is 
strong enough in Albany on Friday. Trade 
unions in particular can contribute to the 
preservation of democratic rights in the Em- 
pire State by their protest against such elec- 
tion-stealing legislation. 

The alarm has been sounded. We look 
for a strong response.

They have compelled the International 
Mercantile Marine to see the fight. They have 
made the Standard Oil Co. do likewise. Both 
of these powerful corporations have agreed 
to recognize the American Radio Telegraph- 
ists Association, a CIO union. They have 
also agreed that the rank and file officers of 
the three unions of the International Sea- 
men's Union are the collective bargaining 
agency for the other sea-going men. 

These are no mean victories. They 
have been won in spite of the most in- 
credible sabotage, strikebreaking and de- 
nial of democratic rights by the I. S. U. in- 
ternational 


There is no doubt that these gains pave 
the way still further for the building of 
a powerful national maritime federation. 

There is no doubt also that such gains 

should move the American Federation of La- 


bor leadership to recognize the right of the 


seamen to democratic selection of their of- 
ficials. 

Whatever that leadership may choose to 
do, it is clear that the intelligent endurance 
which has won these advances can continue 
to carry the maritime workers onward to 
their immediate goal.

For example: Under the Nazi-Japanese war alliance, 
it is reasonable to presume neither country would act 
on an issue such as the international conference with- 
out consultation or in a way that would redound to 
their mutual injury. Yet though Hitler wanted to ap- 
pear reluctant, Tokio Finance Minister, Toyotaro 
Yukari, could not conceal his anxiety to participate. 
We think Mr. Yukari gives a deeper clue to Nazi senti- 
ment than the German official press. 

- 


Hitler's proposal was not one of those generous 
impulses of the heart that are withered by a cold re- 
ception. The Nazis, undoubtedly, will be compelled to 
make further and even more attractive offers of the 
same kind, garnished with more substantial considera- 
tions. They hoped to get by easy, for through Lans- 
bury they expected a repetition of their fake “peace 
proposals” of last year, proposals that concealed greater 
war preparations, and yet proposals that were gra- 
clously considered by the British Labor Party leaders. 

Forcing the hand of the Nazis this time, however, 
among other things, are the following: (1) Growing 
mass discontent with the unbearable — and 
politica! conditions in Germany; (2) among 
the bourgeoisie over cost of armaments (banks, in- 
surance companies, export industries, petty bour- 
geoisie); (3) Exposure of serious “deficiencies” in the 
Nazi instruments of war as a result of the Spanish 
war; and lastly a serious breakdown of Nazi “plans,” 
financial and economic, made worse by international 
considerations, such as world market gains of Ger- 
many's competitors, and monetary maneuvers of the 
other powers.

ESIDES the baseball game, what is there of interest to 
be observed at an opening day? 


Your correspondent roamed through the crowd at Ebbets Field 
Tuesday—though roamed is hardly the word to describe the desperate 
Squeezing and “pardon mee-ing” necessary in worming one’s way 
through a packed baseball stadium. 

Hours before the game was scheduled to start the stands were 
Packed and seething with anticipation.

And 
Seeing what a lot of people 40,000 men, women and kids are packed 
together in one outdoor arena, you ponder on the cold statistics of 
newspapers. You remember the mild horror expressed by a friend of 
yours when he read of 40,000 murdered in Spain—blown to bits by 
fascist shells and bombs. You look around at the teeming mass of 
talking, reading, shifting humanity and picture them all blown sud- 
deny to bits by a concentrated fire of shells and bombs. 

When your stomach turns over at the thought, you walk 
over to a plain-looking man on the impulse of the moment and, 
showing him your newspaper card, ask him what he thinks of 
the Spanish invasion.
